DOWN GO THE POLES!- 


Of Oie Westem VBIOB Teleynnrih

NKN YOBK, April 16.—It was espect- 
ed that Gommissioner of Public Works 
Smith would, this morning, send a force 
of men to clear some of the streets of 
telegraph poles, in accordance with the 
decision handed down by Judge Wal- 
lace last week, but at 10:80 nothing had 
been done in that direction. In answer 
to a question 
a reporter of the United 
Press, the oommissioner said that he 
had not yet reoeived any word from the 
mayor, and until he did no steps could 
be taken. As soon as instructions ar- 
rived the work would begin. The com- 
missioner has three gangs of men, arm- 
ed with sharp saes and nippers, and can 
work them day and night, if it is 
thought necessary. The appropriation 
for the removal of street incumbrances 
is $60,000 and that wiU pay for remov- 
ing many poles and wires. 


In the sub-way district, from where 
all poles and wires will be removed, 
there 
.two thousand lamp posts. 
When the electric lif^ts were put into 
operation, the lanterns or globes were 
taken off the posts, and now only five 
hundred of them are immediately avail- 
able for use, but Superintendent McGor- 
mick, of the bureau of lamps and gas, 
thinks that a sufficient number of gas 
lights wiU be ready to illuminate the 
streets fairly with the help of the moon, 
at late hours. 


The Brush and United States Elec- 
tric Light company had men at work 
yesterday, energetically putting cables 
through subways and reeling up areal 
wires to save them from the ruthless 
workmen of the city. E. A. Leslie, 
general manager 
of the Manhattan 
Electric Light company, has notified 
the board of electrical control that his 
company now has operating on the sub- 
ways, 24,240 feet of cable. 


Sho^y after 10:80 o'clock, this morn- 
ing, L. G. Bead, in the employ of Law- 
yer J. M. Bowers, of the board of elec- 
trical control, handed the mayor's secre* 
tary, Mr. Grain, a certified copy of 
Judge Wallace's order dissolving the in- 
junction, procured by the Western Un- 
ion Tel^n^ph company against the 
mayor and the board of electrical con- 
trol. 
Mr. Grain at once sent the order 
to the department of public works. 
That department was expecting the or- 
der, and in anticipation thereof, had a 
lai^e force of axemen and laborers on 
hand. 
Hundreds of people gathered in 
the vicinity of Union Square and Four- 
teenth street, in tirhich locality the work 
of cutting down the poles was inaugur- 
ated. 


The pole cutters were divided into 
two gangs. 
One gang attacked the 
poles on one side of the street while the 
other gang paid its respects to those on 
the other side. Another corps of ax 
men were sent along Sixth avenue to 
clear that thoroughf^ of the obnoxious 
timbers. This party began its work at 
Twenty-third street, and intend to level 
all poles on the avenue up to Fifty- 
eighth street. Secretary Grain sent the 
following ordor to the commissioner of 
public works, with a copy of Judge Wal- 
lace's dedsion:

The onfy persons who 
would be inconvenienced were the sub- 
scribers to the Gold and Stock Tele- 
graph company. 


AN KXOITING IKCMXNT. 


The d^olition of the lines of tele- 
graph on Sixth avenue and 
Union 
square continu^ without any incident 
of moment throughout the afternoon, 
and 1^2 o'clock the employes of the 
bureau of incumbrances had out a wide 
swath in those locations. Some little 
excitement was created on Union square 
about noon, when the last pole to be cut 
on that thoroug^ifare was reached. 


The pole was standing alone directly 
opposite Sixteenth street; the wires on 
it had all been out and it was swaying 
to and fro in th& wind. 
The crusaders 
were about attaching guy 
ropes to 
steady it when it suddenly pitched into 
the street. A car of the Broadway line 
was right under it. The. pole crushed 
down between the horses and the dash- 
board of the car. It was a very narrow 
escape for the passengers, driver and 
the horses. Thousands of people who 
saw the pole fall, stood with bated 
breath, expecting that it would crash 
through the car and kill and maim a 
number of people. 


They immediately surrounded the car 
and shouted and yelled like demons. 
The most excited person, however, was 
the foreman of the Brush Electric Light 
company, he wildly waving his hands 
and vociferously shouting that be would 
arrest the next person that touched one 
of the poles. He was quieted by the 
superintendant of the bureau of incum- 
brance who intimated to him that he him- 
self would be the first victim of the 
law if he made any further threats.

In answe 
to a question by a reporter of tho Unite 
Press, the commissioner said that h 
had not yet received any word from th 
mayor, and until he did no steps conic 
be taken. As soon as instructions ar 
rived the work would begin. The com 
missioner has three gangs of men, arm 
ed with sharp axes and nippers, and cat 
work them day and night, if it u 
thought necessary. The appropriation 
for the removal of street incumbranore 
i» $50,000 and that will pay for rcmov 
ing many poles and wires. 


In, the sub-way district, from whew 


all poles and wiles will be removed, 
there ate .two thousand lamp posts. 
When the electric lights were put into 
operation, the kntemsor globes wen 
taken off the posts, and now only five 
hundred of theaa are immediately avail, 
able for use, bat Superintendent MoCoi- 
miok, of the bureau of lamps and gas, 
thinks that a sufficient number of gn. 
lights will be ready to illuminate the 
street, fairly withthehelpofthemoon, 
at late hours.
